SEEK PRICE BOOST 


Carolina, Virginia Governors 
Agree on Co-operative Ef- 


fort To Hike Price. 
COLUMBIA, 8. C.., 


A co-operative agreement among the 
governors of the Carolinas and Vir- 
ginia to try to improve tobacco prices 
was made public here today by Gov- 
ernor Olin D. Johnston. 

Johnston said the governors were 
awaiting word from the AAA tobacco 
marketing division at Washington on 
whether the best course to better 
prices for the weed was a sales mo- 
ratorium or some other form of action. 

His announcement followed a tele- 
phone conversation with Governor J. 
(, B. Ehringhaus, of North Carolina, 
who asked the AAA for advice 
a mass meeting of North Carolina to- 
bacco farmers at Raleigh had adopted 
resolution to that effect Saturday. 
Johnston quoted Ehringhaus as say- 
ing the Governor of Virginia had 
pledged his co-operation to a move- 
ment to insure better prices in the 
southeastern tobacco belt. He added 
that he expetced a conference of «ov- 
ernors before any action was taken. 

While the South Carolina price 
during August was officially reported 
to have averaged 21.1 cents a pound, 
1.8 cents less than a year ago, John- 
ston said he was informed it had 
dropped helow 19 cents early this 
month as North Carolina sales picked 
and the markets became  over- 
loaded,

Ever since bridge has been bridge 
there have been two schools of orig- 
inal no-trump bids of one: The strong 
/no-trumpers and the weak no-trump- 
ers. Both have serious disadvantages. 
| The strong n#trump crowds the 
‘bidding too fast and is too vague. 
|There are fifty different kinds of 
‘strong hands, and to bid no-trump 
simply because one holds a power 
‘house is to deprive the partner of | 
precise distributional information | 
,that frequently results in shutting 
out a better game or slam fit in a 
major or minor suit. ‘There no 
worse slam killer than a no-trump. 

Even a better argument against the 
strong no-trump is the fact that many 
juicy penalties against opponents are 
eliminated. It is one of the funda- 
mental principles in the Cylbertson 
system not to discourage the enemy 
from committing suicide by the dis- 
play of unusual strength unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 


The most serious

SANFORD. Fla., Sept. 23.—(#)— 
George S. Witmer, an opponent of 
the Gulf-Atlantie ship canal, cau- 
tioned th: growers of central and 
south Florida today against resort- 
ing to boycotts in a dispute over the 
project. 

Witmer, a member of the newly 
organized central and south Florida 
water conservation committee, said 
some of the canal supporters already 
have begun a boycott, “without ap- 
parently realizing that the people of 
central and south Florida can start 
a boycott against Jacksonville that 
will do much more damage than any- 
thing that they can do to Tampa.” 

He said it is possible that Tampa 
might profit by such an arrange- 
Many persons in that section 
have attempted a movement to have 
the state split in half. forming two 
states. he explained. He pointed out 
that nothing would accomplish that 
end more quickly than to have one 
section boycott the other. 

Witmer attacked recent statements 
that the waterway across Florida 
would have no effect on the states 
fresh water streams.
